Florida was one of the first 
states in the country to issue 
special call letter license plates

On May 3rdRepres- 
entative James L, Redman of 
Plant City introduced a bill in 
the Florida House of Represen- 
tatives amending the Florida 
Statutes to read ‘‘,.. residents 
of the state and who hold anun- 
revoked and unexpired official 
amateur radio station or citizen 
band radio license issued by the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission...” 

The Florida Statute is 320,- 
083 and the proposed bill is 
House Bill No, 1120, 

The proposal has been sent 
to two committees, And there 
is a chance that the bill will 
reach the House floor before the 
end of the session,

On April 18 the club visited the 
Miami weather bureau in the compu- 
ting center at the University of Miami, 
and to say that it was only interesting 
would be an understatement. Fore- 
casting the weather is getting to be 
more of an exact science all the time 
and one look at the equipment they 
now have at their disposal will show 
you why. 

One of the principle items of inter- 
est to hams is the set-up for receiv- 
ing pictures from weather satellites, 
The antenna is on the roof of the build- 
ing of course, and consists of a helix 
designed for 136 Mes, which is point- 
ed by remote control from the oper- 
ators position downstairs, The sat- 
ellite now operating will transmit a 
picture every 6 minutes, and since 
it is in view for about 15 minutes on 
each pass they get 2 pictures of this 
area each pass it makes, There ar 
normally 2 passes over Miami some- 
times during daylight hours, and pic- 
tures are copied during each pass- 
age. 

Facsimile equipment is used to send 
the pictures from the Miami station 
to Washington for relay to other sta- 
tions that can use these same pictures, 
and in turn pictures from other areas 
that are of interest to the Miami of- 
fice are relayed to Miami. Seems to 
me that hams developed the artof re- 
laying some years ago, and see what 
they do with it now! 

The teletype equipment was some- 
thing that would give the drools to any 
RTTY man. Rows of beautiful mach- 
ines all giving with 100 WPM, keyers, 
perforators, reperforators, repeat-

ALL NEW subscriptions, renewals, 
extended renewals, (we have some 
paid thru 1972) are processed by Bet- 
ty Clark, W4GGQ.

Letters to the Editor 


Editor SKIP: 

Because there are two different 
meanings to ‘* audible frequen- 
cies’’, I would like to add my sugges- 
tion to others that HERTZ be used 
only in reference to Herzian, or elec- 
tromagnetic waves, and reserve CY- 
CLES PER SECOND for all mechan- 
ical vibrations, including those in the 
audible range. Currents in audio 
circuits and speaker voice coils, along 
with radio frequency waves should 
have their frequencies described in 
units of the Hertz. Mechanical vi- 
brations, such as speaker cone move- 
ments, vibration of microphone dia- 
phragms, air vibrations, etc., should 
be described in terms of cycles per 
second, 

‘Audio frequencies” that are re- 
ferred to in a radio circuit are ac- 
tually in the category of electromag- 
netic disturbances or forces, and 
cannot be heard by man or animal, 
These are called ‘‘audible’’ frequen- 
cies because they correspond to the 
frequencies of mechanical vibrations 
which can be detected by the ear. 

By using the HERTZ only to re- 
fer to electromagnetic disturbances, 
and the cycle for mechanical vibra- 
tions, we can separate the real aud- 
ible frequencies from the electro- 
magnetic ‘audible frequencies,’? We 
cannot separate them with numbers, 
as they are both characterized by the 
same number of ‘beats’, “fluctua- 
tions”, or variations per second,

SCM’s CORNER E/F

By the time you read this the Orlando Hamfest will be history 
and it will be almost time to make plans for next year, but a 
few words should be said about the affair. The Orlando group 
did their usual outstanding job, Ithinkeveryone enjoyed them- 
selves to the upmost, It was a pleasure for me to attend my 
first hamfest as your SCM. I met lots of people whom I have 
talked to and most of those who have made monthly reports to 
me. I received a few complaints about my job and about the 
doings of others. I shall try to correct my errors and make 
the others aware of their’s, 

One of the compalints I received should, I think, be aired 
here for all to read and ponder. About three people complain- 
ed to me about the afternoon traffic nets sending stations off 
frequency to handle traffic. It seems that often these stations 
move right on top of stations already inQSO and proceed to pass 
their traffic. This is, of course, frowned upon by these stations 
and I think rightly so, I know that we on the traffic nets seem 
to think that the only interference problems that are found are 
the cases when stations who are not in the net come on net 
frequency and start calling another station, Of course this does 
not apply during an actual emergency but during normal times 
we should try to keep from doing this sort of thing even if it 
means keeping more stations on frequency. Perhaps we could 
limit the number of stations who go off frequency at any one 
time and hold the rest until some are back at any rate those 
who do not participate in our nets should receive as much con- 
sideration as those who do. If this sort of thing happens too 
often we may never coax them into the nets. 

Another subject that came up is counting MARS traffic in our 
monthly totals, Although I would like to have the traffic count 
the rules state that all traffic must be handled on amateur fre- 
quencies and thus MARS traffic would not count, 

While we are onthis subject I might dwell a little on the prac- 
tice of reporting. Many think it is useless to report small to- 
tals. This is not so, At the end of each year the standing of 
each section is figured on the basis of the total number of sta- 
tions as well as the total traffic. Last year we were third a- 
mong all 73 sections, This year we could be first if only those 
stations who handle one or two messages would report regular- 
ly. K4SJH has built a good organization in this respect in the 
past few years so we can show our appreciation by continuing 
to grow in traffic and in numbers, Please report your traffic, 
no matter how small, to me each month, As a matter of fact 
why not originate at least one piece of traffic each month and 
you will be sure to have something to report.
